which were brought together for their amusement, 
and equally by the presence of their august sove- 
reign, who appeared to take a very considerable 
interest both in the féte itself and in the object 
which had given it birth, The royal phaetons, 
with four horses each, arrived at about half-past 
four o’clock, and remained for nearly three hours. 
Her Majesty was accompanied by his Royal High- 
ness Prince Albert, their Royal Highnesses the

Royal Family; and during the whole time that 
the royal Perey remained within the boundary of 
the estate the bells of Fulham Church kept up a 
continuous fire. Upon her Majesty retiring, the 
air of ‘* God save the Queen” was struck up with 
much animation, and it was a most endearing sight 
to witness the highest lady of the land entering 
upon those maternal offices which throw an 
equal lustre upon the families of the prince and 
the peasant; conversing with the royal children 
who crowded around her, and with her own hands 


adjusting their dress both before and after reaching 
the carriage. 

One of the most picturesque aspects the féte 
offered during the whole day was the moment 
when the Lady Mayoress landed from the state 
barge, amid the cheers of spectators from the bridge 
and from the numerous pleasure-boats which 
floated upon the Thames, The gilding of the 
barge and the bright colours of the banners aboye, 
the fair dresses and fairer faces of the ladies who 
were present, all reflected in the Te water, 
behind which shone the verdure of the banks and 
the enamelled flowers of the garden, and the pure 
white of the villa, with its Italian balustrades, 
tended to produce a scene which may be far more 
easily imagined than described. Of this, however, 
we have attempted to convey some idea by the 
accompanying ILLUSTRATION, executed from a 
drawing taken by our artist on the spot. The villa 
is represented to the left, and from it to the right 
extend the adjoinin Rea with the tent of 
Robert Houdin, which may be distinguished 
among the trees. 

The dresses worn by ladies at the féte occupied 
by no means a wide range, being confined only to 
a few varieties, White muslin dresses were fre- 
quent, and there were very many black lace pele- 
rines lined with grey satin, The prevalence of 
greys and other neutral colours was so distinct as 
to afford a peculiar character to the whole, extend- 
ing even to the coat of Prince Albert, which was 
of a kind of dove-grey, A vast number of ladies 
wore straw hats, which produced an elegant effect. 

A regiment of soldiers was on the spot; but we 
observed that his Grace the Duke of Wellington, 
who was in great request, being constantly sur- 
rounded by ladies and gentlemen in conversation, 


was dressed simply in black without any decora- 
tions, Many parts of the grounds were, however, 
enlivened by the appearance of stars, 

Towards the termination of the féte, so enormous 
became the accumulation of servants in waiting, 
and so extensive the string of carriages, that many 
of the ladies were compelled to walk in their rich 
dresses for at least a quarter of a mile, in order to 
regain their carriages, which were prevented from 
drawing up nearer to the entrance, 

Thus concluded this superb féte in aid of a valued 
and essentially benevolent establishment, adorned 
by the appearance of a galaxy of bate wealth, 
and exalted title—the highest and noblest of the 
daughters of England—and honoured by the au- 
gust presence of England’s Queen. Most gratifying 
to all, and especially to the ladies patronesses, must 
have been the warmth with which their project 
was responded to; and brilliant, indeed, must the 
scene have appeared to all who were the fortunate 
spectators of a féte which almost stands alone—from 
the talent which was brought to bear upon its con- 
summation, and from the elevated rank of the 
visitors, who were equally admiring and admired.

be surprised to learn that this line has been con- 
structed without a call being made upon the pro- 
prietors beyond the original one of £2 per share, 
for obtaining the act and preliminary expenses, 
whilst several months’ traffic will have been had on 
the line before the contractors will be entitled to 
their first instalment. Leaving Waterloo we pass 
through a varied country of potato-fields, rabbit- 
warrens, and occasionally, in the distance, a light- 
house or landmark to the mariner at sea, Ap- 
proaching Southport we have an evidence of the 
primitive state in which, some few years ago, the 
inhabitants of the district contentedly passed their 
days, depending upon their success as fishermen 
for their daily bread, whilst a lowly cot, constructed 
of turf, covered with thatch, and sheltered from 
the storm by the surrounding sandhills, was the 
abe home in which they dwelt. 

We have much pleasure in stating that the 
landed proprietors of the district, so far from 
offering any serious obstacle, have assisted mate- 
rially in the completion of the line, and, we doubt 
not, the advantages will be mutually beneficial to 
the owner and cultivator of the soil’ as well as to 
the community in general. The entire distance 
from Liverpool to Southport will be about eighteen 
miles, thirteen of which are now, as stated, com- 
plete, a temporary station-house having been 
erected at Southport until the line from Man- 
chester shall have been completed, when a central 
station will be constructed for the terminus of 
both.

A S UBSCRIBER.—Lay the rose-leaves out upon a sieve or tray, 
and place them in the sunto dry. The other requisites for 
making a “ sweet pot” will be found in the two excellent 
recipes which we subjoin, and for which we are indebted to 
a lady residing at Cold Harbour, near Tonbridge : — 
I. Take three handfuls of orange-flowers, three of clove- 
gillyflowers, three of damask roses, one of knotted marjo- 
ram, one of lemon-thyme, oneof rosemary, one of myrtle, 
halt'a handful of mint, one of lavender, six bay-leaves, 
the rind of a lemon, and 14oz. of cloves. Chop them all 
up, and put them into a jar or vase in layers, with pounded 
pbaysalt between each, up to the top of the jar. If all the 
articles cannot be obtained at once, they may be added as 
procured, some salt always being thrown in between each 
new layer. 2. Put into a large china jar two pecks of rose- 
leaves with some buds; of violets, orange-flowers, and 
asmine, a handful eacl.; of orris-root sliced, benjamin, 
‘and storax, two ounces each; quarter of an ounce of musk ; 
quarter of a pound of angelica root; one quart of the red 
parts of stock gillyflowers; two handfuls of lavender- 
flowers, half a handful of rosemary-flowers ; bay and laurel 
leaves, half a handful each; three Seville oranges, stuck as 
full of cloves as possible ; half a handful of knotted marjo- 
ram, dried in a cool oven and pounded ; and two handfuls 
of balsam of Gilead, dried, Cover the whole quite close, 
and when the jar is uncovered the perfume is very fine.

Lavender-water 
may be made by putting half an ounce of oil of lavender

sense of judges and juries taught them to receive 


this allegation as proved by the slightest evi- 
dence, so that in truth it became almost a fiction 
of law, whose existence was to be presumed upon 
probability. 


When Sir Thomas Wilde, then, in the case 
this article, endeavoured to 
establish the necessity of actual proof of loss of 
service, and went so far as to nonsuit the plaintiff, 


twelve months ago, because such proof had not 
of this 


doctrine, which we did in terms of unqualified 
condemnation. The inferential proof that the 
plaintiff had lost his daughter’s services was 
abundant; and when, a few weeks back, a motion 
was made before the full Court of Queen’s 
Bench for a new trial, it was the unanimous 
opinion of the judges that the learned Chief 
Justice who had tried the cause had mistaken the 


law, and that a rule for a new trial should be 


granted. 
On Tuesday last this new trial came off at 


Exeter, and resulted in a verdict for the plaintiff, 
It would be foreign to our purpose to detail the 
circumstances of either trial, especially as those 
of the first have already appeared in a former 
number of this journal; nor does it concern us 
that the amount of damages was only twenty 
pounds, 


That fact is attributable to accidental 
circumstances. All we have to deal with is the 
confirmation of the doctrine, that actual proof in 
such cases is unnecessary; and, to that extent, to 
vindicate our law from the stigma which would 
otherwise attach to it. Short enough, indeed, 
does it already fall in these cases of its general 
dignified and just character, We rejoice that the 
Court of Queen’s Bench has saved it from the con- 
tempt which would else have been added to it by 
one of its greatest luminaries.

new act to amend the Scotch Jaw of marriages was 
read a third time in the House of Lords on Tues- 
day night, and passed. 


We confess that, without entering into the

merits of this particular measure, there was hardly 
any subject which more imperatively called for 
legislation than that of Scottish marriages, “ By 
a law,” said Lord Brougham, on the above occa- 
sion, ‘‘taken from an oriental climate—b 
taken from Constantinople—any girl of twelve 
and any boy of fourteen might be married— 
without going before a clergyman—without going 
before 
beyond any postboy or chambermaid that might 
be at hand, or any peasant they might meet

of any kind, 


on the highway—for it was not necessary that 
the parties should go into a house for any purpose ; 
it was not necessary that they should go into a 
church for any purpose ; all that was necessary 
was that, before any sort of witness, the man 
should say to the woman, ‘I take you for my 
wife,’ and that the woman should say to the man, 
‘I take you for my husband ;’ ad this being 
proved, constituted as valid a marriage as any that 
had ever been celebrated by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury.” A system of this kind could not 
fail to render the law of marriages in England to 
some extent a dead letter. It was disreputable, 
too, and most likely to result in subsequent 
immorality, since, to quote Lord Brougham again, 
“No time was given for reflection, Away they 
went, and before they could count two on their 
fingers they were married. The new act will 
avoid this evil. It provides that marriages shall 
be contracted either by solemnization in presence 
of a clergyman, or by registration ; that there shall 
be previous residence of the contracting parties in 
the parish for a stated time; and that previous 
notice shall be tae us the registrar, and a cer- 
i obtained from him, 

ghana it is objected that this act will recuce 
to a mere civil contract, It is very 
properly replied that, as the law of Scotland 
already stands, it 1s nothing more. Nay, it is even 
divested of the solemnities—prosaic enough, per- 
haps—which the new law will give it, ; But it can- 
not be denied that there is no comparison betwixt 
the present system and that which this bill con- 
templates. ‘The question of religious or civil con- 
tract, lies with the parties themselves, They are 
not bound to a marriage by the registrar unless 
they give it their preference.

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NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
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THE CONSPIRACY AT LAHORE. 

The general news from India will be found in the 
foreign column. The following is a more minute 
account, by a resident, of the conspiracy at Lahore :— 

“‘ After several attempts had been made to seduce 
the native troops from their allegiance, several corps 
having been tampered with, the conspirators tried it 
on with some of Major Wheeler’s Irregular Cavalry. 
Major Wheeler reported it to the resident, Sir F. 
Currie, and he directed that the parties should be led 
on, and implicated without a chance of escape, when 
he would have them arrested. On the 8th of May Mr. 
Cocks, chief assistant to the resident, arrested fifteen 
men in the city. The man of the highest rank was 
Colonel Khan Sing. They were convicted, and, on 
the llth, Colonel Khan Sing and his moonshee were 
hung near the Delhi-gate. One man was reprieved at 
the foot of the gallows, on his promising to give evi- 
dence against all his accomplices. On the 15th he 
performed his promise. The regiments composing 
the garrison of Lahore and the moveable column at 
Annarkullee were paraded for Golaba, the man who 
had been reprieved, to point out the sepoys who had 
been seduced, when it was found that the following 
corps’ had been tampered with :—8th, 18th, and 50th, 
and the men pointed out were mostly Brahmins of 
long service, From the 50th Regiment, when the roll 
was called, several of the men fled from the ranks. 
The only officer on horseback, when the regiment was 
paraded, was the doctor, and he pursued one fellow 
and knocked him over with his stick, .'The 13th was 
to have been the day in which the ‘ Gorologue’ were 
to be ‘safkur’d.’ The sentries on duty were to admit 
5000 armed men into the city, when they were to have 
‘burra shikar.? The durbar was sitting up toa very 
late hour on the night of the 2lst. Sir F, Currie havin 
determined to expel all the fakeers from the city, 
Rajah Deenanath Strongly persuaded him not to 
attempt it, as it might lead to a rise en masse of the 
population, should they be ejected. A court of inquiry 


was still sitting on the sepoy renegades, A report 
was current that a body of 8000 horsemen were seen 
within five miles of Lahore on the 14th, All the 
officers on leave at Simla have been ordered down to 
join their corps. On the 18th it was determined to 
remove the Ranee from Sheekapoora, !'akeer Noor- 
ood-deen went to the Ranee, and informed her that her 
son, the young Maharajah, was to be af Kanah-Kutch 
(about fifteen miles from Lahore, on the road to Fero- 
zepore), and that the resident had consented to her 
having an interview with her son, if she wes deren 
of so doing. She proceeded in her palkee in t ae sd 
tion of Kanah-Kutch, and not until she crossed the 
Ravee did she discover she had been duped. On her 
arrival at Kanah-Kutch she found she was to be 
escorted across the frontier to Ferozepore, and from 
thence to her ultimate destination, Benares. 
In the Times we find the following account of the 
countries affected, ayetien one nD is obvious, is 
thoroughly acquainted with his subject :— 
ae In cheep of the Punjaub a plot had been de- 
tected so real and substantial that two of the ring- 
leaders had suffered death for it, Whether this 
conspiracy was in truth connected with the fupsae 
at Moultan, or whether it is only a development . 
local or individual disaffection, we shall probably 
know by the next mail, as its ill success will transfer 
plenty of the accomplices to our own side. A very 
circumstantial narrative is given, by which all the 
recent events, both at Lahore and Moultan, are repre-

Sented as incidents in one elaborate and long-concerted 
plot; but, looking at the particulars already disclosed, 
We strongly suspect the accuracy of the story. The 
implication of the ranee’s minister, and the attempts 
to tamper even with our own Sepoys, indicate simply 
4 continuation of those intrigues in which the discom- 
fited party of the Queen-Mother have never ceased to 
busy themselves since it became evident that nothing 
short of the expulsion of the British would effect her 
Testoration to power and licence; but the device of an 
outbreak at the extreme corner of the kingdom under 
such circumstances as actually occurred, for the pur- 
pose merely of facilitating a revolt in the capital, is 
almost too refined and circuitous even for an Bastern 
imagination. Abundant precautions have already been 
taken to prevent Lahore from ever becoming a Cabul,

“As it has now been decided, and we doubt not 
upon good grounds, that no operations against Moul- 
tan are to take place until the cool season, it may be 
serviceable to explain the position of Moolraj, as re- 
gards his possible resources both within and without 
the limits of his own government. Along the whole 
south-east frontier of his lieutenancy extend the terri- 
tories of the Bawul-Khan, which are interposed be- 
tween this portion of the Punjaub and the sandy plains 
of Rajasthan. This province, or kingdom of Dood- 
poutra, as it is styled in the map, is governed by an 
independent chief sometimes denominated the Nawab 
of Bawulpore, from the name of his capital, which is 
close upon the left bank of the Indus, and less than 
forty miles distant from Moultan, but more usually 
called in those countries the BawuL-KuHAN. Plun- 
dered and preyed upon first by the Dooranee monarchy, 
and afterwards by the Ameers of Scinde and the ambi-~ 
tious Runjeet Singh, the Bawul-Khan early claimed 
the protection and guarantee of the British power, and 
has returned the service which he thus experienced by 
the most unswerving though very natural fidelity. 
His dominions, which once stretched across the 
southern Punjaub towards the Upper Indus, were 
much curtailed by his successive enemies and masters, 
and, although they have been increased by certain 
awards which we made from the forfeits of the Ameers, 
they still fall very short of their former importance. 
But what they want in extent they amply make up, on 
the present occasion, in position, as a glance at the 
map will show.” 
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Sour Hackney Cuurcn.—It is upwards 
of three years since this church was commenced; and, 
having watched (says the Builder) with some interest 
its gradual progress towards completion, we may say 
that, long as this time appears, we do not think that 
either the artificers or those who have had the direc- 
tion of them have been idle in their work. It is a cross 
church, in the early English style (or first pointed), of 
very large dimensions, and ‘possesses considerable 
grandeur from the breadth and simplicity of its parts, 
while the delicacy of the carving and other detail 
admits of close inspection.

Ture Cuuss at MANcuEesTeR.—On Tues- 
day evening the members of the several Confederate 
Clubs met in their rooms, and proceeded about nine 
o’clock in military order to a large space of vacant 
ground adjoining the new Roman Catholic Chapel on 
the Cheetham-hill-road. The numbers present were 
very great. No speech was delivered, but three cheers 
were given for “the cause,” immediately after which 
the assembly dispersed. The intention of holding the 
meeting having become known to the authorities, 
steps were taken to prevent any disorder. Two 
troops of dragoons were in the neighbourhood, and 
their presence seemed to check the turbulence which 
might otherwise have been displayed. There was also 
a strong body of police ready to act in case of need. 
What was meant by “the cause” for which three 
cheers were given was not explained. On the follow- 
ing day they made a sort of quiet demonstration. 


Tur LiverrooL ReBes.—lIt is a matter of 
notoriety that, since the agitation for the repeal of the 
union assumed its physical-force aspect, armed Con- 
federate Clubs have been in course of formation in 
Liverpool; for the purpose of raising here, when 
events in Ireland might render it a service to detain 
the military in that country, a sympathetic rebellion, 
The language, as our readers have been aware, 
employed at the recent meetings of Chartists and 
Confederates in this town has been of the most ex- 
citing character; one of the speakers a month or two 
ago remarking that the first blood shed by the Govern- 
ment in Ireland should be the signal for the rising of 
the Confederates in this town, and the burning of 
‘the Babylon of England,” as Liverpool was com- 
plimentarily called. It may be stated here, asa circum- 
stance showing how much on the alert are those who 
are endeavouring to repress the rebellious movements 
of the disaffected, that information was received in 
Liverpool by the mayor that two sons of Hyland, the 
notorious pikemaker of Dublin, had left that town 
for Liverpool, and, almost whilst his worship was pe- 
rusing the advice, the police of the town communicated 
to their superiors the fact that the two men had 
arrived. Of course the police were unaware of the 
intelligence transmitted from Dublin. — Liverpool 
Albion. 


Distresstnc Event at INvERNESS.—It is 
our painful office to record a distressing event, which 
has awakened much sympathy for the family so sud- 
denly bereaved, as well as pity for the unfortunate 
girl carried to an untimely grave. At the close of last 
week Margaret Scott, aged thirteen years, one of the 
daughters of the Rev. Mr. Scott, United Presbyterian 
Church, Inverness, left home shortly before eight 
o’clock, for a morning walk, having urged her sister, 
who, from indisposition, remained at home, to accom- 
pany her, She wandered on till she came by the side 
of the Ness, in Lady Saltoun’s policies, about three 
miles from the town. In her walks she was in the 
habit of making little collections of flowers and 
geological curiosities, showing great partiality for 
botanical and Bepicgion) studies, and she left her 
frock, bonnet, shoes, and stockings amongst the trees, 
and proceeded up the river bank for nearly half a mile, 
as she had frequently before done at the same place, 
collecting specimens of rare plants, When above the 
mill she attempted to cross the river, not knowing the 
strength of the current, and attracted, probably, by 
the flowers on the opposite bank; and we lament to 
say that, when in the middle, she lost her footing, was 
swept down by the current, and drowned ina pool a 
few hundred yards below the place where she entered 
the river. Her cries of distress, and fruitless efforts 
to save herself, were heard by several children and 
others, but before a boat sould be brought up the 
stream from Holm Mill the poor girl was beyond 
succour. Her body was recovered within a short time 
after the accident, and conveyed home, when in the 
bosom of her dress was found a large quantity of wild 
rose-leaves, and specimens of eculiar grasses; in her 
little bag, also, were a peacnian sketch, some pieces 
of music, and a slip of paper, signed with her name, 
and on which were written passages of Scripture, 
which she had been preparing for her Sabbath evening 
Jesson. The deceased was a young lady of sweet 
temper, and constitutionally na y; and on the 
evening and morning before the mie aaahbly accident 
she was in the highest spirits, 
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Tue Mysterious Ronpery.— At the 
Midland Circuit, held at Lineoln, on Friday, the 
21st of July (before Mr. Justice Patteson), Joseph 
Travis, aged 22, was charged with having stolen, on 
the 19th of December last, from the person of Charles 
Copeman, late of Blyborough, farmer, four sovereigns 
and some silver, Mr. Wilmore and Mr. Denison con- 
ducted the case on the part of the Crown; Mr. Macau- 
ley and Mr, W. H. Adams defended the prisoner. It 
may be as well to mention that the prisoner was tried 
at the last spring assizes for the murder of Copeman, 
and that, almost immediately after the acquittal 
additional evidence came to light, and it was resolved 
to arrest the prisoner for robbery, for which offence he 
was ultimately committed. The facts of the case were 
these :—The deceased was a farmer, holding about 200 
acres of land, at Blyborough, near Kirton. On the 
18th of December he had been to several public-houses, 
and ultimately went to the Greyhound. At that time 
he was much the worse for liquor, The prisoner was 
there, and many others, drinking. Copeman had with 
him a small terrier dog, and some dispute arose be- 
tween him and some person present as to a fight 
between their respective dogs. The deceased milled 
out four sovereigns in gold, with which he offered to 
back his dog, but no bet was made, and he put his 
money back again into his pocket. Travis was in a 
position to see the money, In the course of the even- 
ing Travis offered to fight Copeman, and pulled off his 
coat, and it was seen he had a striped shirt on, The 
prisoner and deceased left the Greyhound about twelve 
at night, intending to go to another public-house, 
called the Red Lion, but the house was closed, a lot of 
railway labourers having been turned out. The last 
time Copeman was seen alive he was walking in 
the street with the prisoner. Early on the Sun- 
day morning the attention of a man was attracted 
by the moaning of adog. The body of a man lay in 
the dyke, and the dog was sitting on his back, On 
examining the body it was so disfigured that it was 
some time before the identity could be ascertained; 
but it turned out to be Mr. Copeman, who had been 
brutally murdered. On the trial for the murder the 
principal points against the prisoner were these :—The 

risoner came home between twelve and one o'clock; 
te was let in by his mother. Pieces of check shirtin 
were found about the spot where the struggle too 
place. In August he had borrowed certain small 
sums, which he paid the following day. Near the 
body was found a double-bladed penknife covered 
with blood, one of the blades broken; the top part was 
found, and fitted exactly. The prisoner was the owner 
of that knife. These facts were proved on the present 
and last occasions. The additional evidence was that 
of William Fell, who stated in substance as follows ;-~ 
Was at the Greyhound that night, but went to bed 
rather fresh, at eight, with Catharine Goodrich, who 
lives with him. ‘They had some words, and he dressed 
and went out, intending to. leave her. Before he got 
up heard his landlord and wife come home, They have 
since said it was half-past twelve o’clock. Went 
through the town, and lay down by a stack in a 
field near the Kirton road. Had been there but a 
short time when he heard scuffling and the noise of a 
dog. He got up, and could see through the hedge. 
At that time it was moonlight, and saw the prisoner 
striking a man with a thick, rough stick. ‘The man 
fell backwards into the hedge, and heard him say, “ If 
you rob me, don’t murder me,” At that time the 
prisoner was going away, but he returned and com- 
meneed a fresh attack. ‘The witness made his way to 
Travis’s house, and saw him return. The reason he 
gave for not disclosing this before was that he was 
afraid. The prisoner was found guilty, and sentenced 
to be transported for life. 


ATTEMPTED SvuicipE By aA Lapy.—At the 
close of last week a lady, the wife of Mr. 8. S. Blay, a 
gentleman formerly in the army, attempted self- 
destruction by throwing herself into the ‘hames at 
Reading. She was rescued before life was quite 
extinct, and with some difficulty recovered, The 
unfortunate lady had acted in a rather strange manner 
at her apartments in the morning, and during the 
temporary absence of her husband had called for a 
candle, and put her bunch of keys in a packet, and 
left them on the table, directed ‘to Mr. Blay. Soon 
after, it seems, she was missed by the servant, and 
nothing was heard of her till she was discovered as 
above stated, For some days past she had shown 
signs of a disordered intellect. 


SutcrpE.—An inquest was held at Bath on 
Saturday last, before Mr, A. H. English, on the body 
of the Rev. Thomas Wilson, who committed suicide 
by shooting himself the previous afternoon. He was 
found sitting in an easy-chair in his bedroom on Tues- 
day afternoon, with a discharged pistol in his lap, 
covered with blood, and with his skull shattered. The, 
reason of his suicide was by no_means apparent. Mr. 
Wilson generally enjoyed good health, and was only 
38 years of age. About a fortnight reviously he had 
told an uncle of his that he had received a letter, and 
he must go to London. His uncle asked him what it 
was, or if there was any difficulty, and he onl replied, 
“ No but he must go to London, His uncle was, in 
consequence, very anxious about him, and strongly 
impressed that something of this kind would happen, 
so much so that he requested a Mr. Cruttwell to go to 
London in search of him. Mr, Cruttwell went to de- 
ceased’s hotel, and, finding he was out, went in search 
of him, and found him looking into a picture-shop in 
Cheapside. When asked when he would come home, 
he gave a vague answer. He had returned after a 
fortnight’s absence the same day that he shot himself, 
Verdict, “ Temporary insanity.”

DrapouicaL ATTEMPT To Buow Up a 
Hovsz.—SHEFFIELD.—On Friday morning (last week), 
between one and two o’clock, Hermitage-street was 
the scene of another alarming explosion, which has 
caused an extraordinary sensation to prevail, not 
merely in the immediate neighbourhood, but through- 
out the whole district, on account of the diabolical 
motives of the actors. It appears that, at the time 
previously stated, Mrs. Marples, the wife of a joiner’s 
toolmaker, was aroused from her slumbers by a loud 
explosion, accompanied with the smashing of window 

lass. She immediately jumped out of bed, and took 

er children up, when she saw a flame shoot through 
the aperture in the window shutters. Having alarmed 
her brother, who was sleeping in an adjoining room, 
they went to the front and shouted ‘‘ Murder!’ The 
night watchman immediately repaired to the place, 
when he found three men running away. He chased 
them, and having laid hold of one, the other two came 
up, knocked the watchman down, and rescued his 
prisoner. Upon getting in front of the premises, 
three ginger-beer bottles charged with powder were 
found lying on the ground, and about two pounds of 
strong blasting powder. The glass in the window 
was broken, and it was quite evident that only one 
bottle had exploded, and that had fortunately not en- 
tered the bedroom on account of the window shutters 
being partially closed. Had the three bottles entered 
the building and exploded, every person therein must 
have been blown to atoms. Some time back the 
factory belonging to the same person was destroyed 
by an infernal machine. A person was apprehended 
during the day on suspicion of having been engaged 
in the case, but the evidence not being sufficiently 
strong against him he was discharged. 


Accidents and Offences. 


SINKING oF A BarGe AND Loss or Lire.— 
An accident, by which nine persons were immersed in 
the water and one of them drowned, occurred on Satur- 
day last in the attempt to raise a large sailing-barge, 
sunk during the late rough weather, near the shore at 
Barnes, Mr. Collier, the master, with a boat’s crew 
of eight men, went to get out her cargo, and, while 
they were by her side, the swell from several steamers 
passing made her suddenly lurch over on the boat's 
crew, who were all immersed in the water. Boats 
immediately put off from the shore, and all were 
saved with the exception of a young lighterman, 
named Badcock, who was drowned, and whose body 
has not yet been found, 


Four Lives Lost.— At a late hour on 
Sunday evening an accident of a most melancholy 
nature occurred near Putney-bridge, which resulted 
in the loss of four lives. It appears that, early 
in the day, two respectable young men, named 
Walters and Paradise, hired a boat, a wherry, from 
Alexander's yard at Chelsea, for the purpose of 
rowing up the river with two young females, for 
recreation, and that they afterwards proceeded as 
far as Kew, and were on their return home, without 
having metgwith any accident, until they were ap- 
proaching Putney-bridge, about nine o’clock in the 
evening. The tide was running very strong, the river 
being much flooded by the heavy rains. From some 
accidental cause, either, it is supposed, the inex- 
perience of the young men or want of caution, it being 
dark, or owing to the heavy rain that was falling, 
they ran against a barge moored on the Middlesex 
side of the river, near the bridge, the same from which 
Mr. Walmsley had so narrow an escape whilst rowing 
in the grand heat of the amateur scullers’ match in 
the Thames Regatta, The alarm of the Parties caused 
the boat immediately to upset, and the whole four 
were immersed in the river and carried under the 
barge. The accident was witnessed by a number of 
persons both from Putney-bridge and ‘the shore, and 
several boats put off to their assistance, but, owing to 
the strength of the tide, without any effect, as the 
whole of the persons had disappeared and were 
drowned; and, although every search was made, their 
bodies could not be found, and everybody was igno- 
rant as to who they were, ‘The search was renewed on 
the following day, when the bodies of the two men were 
picked up and conveyed to the Swan Inn at Fulham. 
An inquest was held on Tuesday before Mr, G.I. Mills, 
at the Swan, Fulham-bridge. The bodies of the young 
women, Mary Ann Render and Catherine Allen, had, 
since the convening of the inquest, been found 
locked in each other’s arms on the Surrey side of the 
river. Several witnesses were examined as to the cause 
of the accident, but none of them added anything 
more than has been given above. It was purely 
accidental. The father of the deceased Walters, a 

aperhanger, identified the body of his son, and stated 
be was his apprentice; the mother of the deceased 
Paradise identified her son, and stated he was a shop- 
man to Mr. Hall, an oil and colour man, in Chelsea. 
The deceased Walters could swim and had been used 
to the water, but the other could not. There appeared 
to be no doubt that the state of the weather and the 
sudden fright of the females, who jumped up, caused 
the lamentable catastrophe. The jury returned a ver- 
dict of * Accidental death from drowning. 
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Arrempr To ASSASsINATE Mr. J. K. Gray, 
THE Town CLERK oF GREENOCK.—On Thursday 
se’nnight, between three and four o'clock, while Mr. 
Gray, the town clerk of Greenock, was on his way 
home to dinner, he was fired at by a man of the name 
of Thomson, an auctioneer. He was conveyed to the 
White Hart Inn, where a surgeon proceeded to 
examine the wound, It is feared that it may prove 
mortal, The assassin did not attempt to flee, and was 


apprehended immediately. . It is said that Thomson 

ad been refused his licence, and that he had ex- 
pressed his determination to be revenged upon Mr. 
Gray, and also on the burgh fiscal, in consequence.— 
Scottish Guardian. 


DreapruL, MurpER.—A Woman SnHorT BY 
HER Huspanp.—It is our painful duty (says a 
Manchester paper) to record the fearful—and, as it 
would appear, premeditated—murder of a young 
woman named Diana Thomas, by aman named Wil- 
liam Adams, to whom she was married about three 
years ago, a former husband (still living) having been 
a short time previously transported for ten years on a 


charge of felony. About eight weeks ago the deceased 


left Adams, with whom she had lived from the period 
of her marriage, and has since been staying with her 
father, William Clare, a tinplate-worker, living in Old- 
ham-road. On Tuesday morning, shortly after five 
o’clock, she left her father’s house to go to her work 
at the Hanover Mills, in Buxton-street, London-road, 
and while passing through Newton-street met Adams, 
with whom, it appears, she had some conversation. 
Several persons (amongst whom was a police-officer 
named Craven) saw them walking together in Friday- 
street and Little Lever-street, talking and quarrelling 
for several minutes. While in Friday-street Craven 
heard Adams urging the deceased to go home with 
him, but she stoutly refused to do so. He then caught 
hold of her clothes, when she screamed violently, and 
ran away. Adams followed her, and, when close to 
her, took a pistol from his coat-pocket and attempted 
to discharge its contents at her head. The pistol, 
however, missed fire. He then continued his pursuit, 
and, having again cocked his pistol, made another and 
a too successful attempt. The deceased fell, andina 
short time life was extinct. Craven, who was follow- 
ing Adams, ran up to him as soon as he had discharged 
the pistol and apprehended him. In a few minutes 
several other officers, attracted by the report of the 
pistol, arrived on the spot, and, finding Adams in cus- 
tody, picked up the woman and conveyed her to the 
infirmary. The prisoner was at once;taken to the

The plaintiff 
produced letters written by the defendant in 1847, 
wherein he said “ that as he should shortly be in town 
he, would without fail call upon the plaintiff and pay 
him.” The plaintiffalso alleged that he had received 
ayment from the defendant, which he had entered in 
his book, as late as 1843, and stated that a case had 
been decided by Sergeant Manning in the Whitechapel 
court, where it was held that such entries were admis- 
sible in evidence, The learned judge was of opinion 
that the letter of the defendant was not sufficient to 
take the case out of the statute. It was not only ne- 
cessary to have an admission by the defendant of a 
debt, but the sum alleged to be due must be stated, 
and there must be a distinct promise to pay. The ob- 
ject of Lord Tenterden’s act was expressly to prevent 
parole evidence being received in such cases, and to 
put an end to perjury. He was aware that there had 
been conflicting decisions upon the point, but he had 
always followed the view taken by Mr Baron Alderson 
and Mr. Justice Coleridge. He would, however, con- 
sult with Mr. Sergeant Manning, and ascertain upon 
what grounds he had come to the decision referred to. 
The case was adjourned.

days after his arrival. Ten thousand pounds, with 
a cottage ornée, is a vision of bliss to most minds; 
but was very far from being so to Captain J——. 
He sat down to an elaborate series of questions and 
answers, and deduced algebraically that he must 
begin by ruining himself in order to become rich, 
He chose a Jocale in the district deemed fashionable 
de rigueur; his equipages soon became a theme of 
gossip and admiration, and it was announced in a 
morning paper that it ‘was understood the new 
occupant of —— house had become the fortunate 
inheritor of £10,000 per annum.”’ This rumour, 
skilfully set afloat, introduced him to those who 
could introduce everywhere, and soon filled his 
salons with rank and fashion. The lavish decora- 
tion of his rooms, the splendour of his furniture, 
his magnificent hospitality, and the polisked charm 
of his manner were universally descanted on. He 
had made a hit—he had made many powerful 
allies; and ere six months had elapsed was made a 
baronet, at exactly a discount of £5000 on his 
original ten. During the ensuing season Sir John 
J-—— became the rage; was a diner-out ; was feted 
by people of the first rank ; and abundantly re- 
trieved the obligation, But a critical period was 
at hand: the last £500 was melting away under the 
system which he pursued. Was the bubble then 
to burst? By no means: he had established a 
credit equivalent to £200,000, This had been his 
grand aim from the beginning: “I gave myself,” 
he observed to the nobleman from whom we derive 
these particulars, “‘ twenty years and an expen- 
diture of ten thousand a year, I succeeded in my 
plan, and, moreover, paid ever body \ : 4 
Among those qualities which are indispensable 
to the social diplomatist, Sir John J —— was dis- 
tinguished for his punctuality ; and this gave him 
an almost unlimited command of the purses of 
others, His power, therefore, to serve the needy 
among his acquaintance, at exorbitant rates of 
interest, may be easily accounted for. He was a 
great gambler, but skilful and of icy coolness, and, 
therefore, almost invariably successful. His tact in 
collecting rarities was exceeded only by his clever- 
ness in disposing of them ata multiplied value ; 
and his stud, which he was continually changing, 
might be said to tread upon golddust. But he had 
other means of revenue, still more ample ; for, as he 
took no decided part either politial or social, he was 
the confidant of the great of either sex, and their 
agent, because least open to the suspicion of being 
such. How similar services are rewarded need 
not be told; between hard gold and official ap- 
pointments, Sir John invariably chose the former. 
Nor was the fame he daily acquired unknown or 
unappreciated by the English Minister of the day : 
the latter was his warm and faithful friend, and to 
him alone wholly unreserved, for he was safe with 
one who was opposed himself to any ostensible 
osition, Of course Sir John enjoyed carte blanche 
in this instance ; but, beyond an oceasional £5000, 
and the banishment of some over-prying and 
jealous slanderer to a convenient distance (officially) 
within or without ‘the tropics, he asked nothing. 
As we have observed, Sir John gave himself 
twenty years wherein to run his dazzling career, 
the reputed Magnifico, yet the possessor of nothing! 
He accomplished it; and, well-nigh worn out with 
avertaakad mental energies, deemed it prudent and 
graceful to retire. Besides, the world had become 
inquisitive: ‘Did he possess the golden iree? 
Where was his land? ad he the secret of Ali 
Baba? Was he another St, Leon?"’ were questions 
which, through secondary sources, frequently 
came to his ear, A word to his friend the Minister 
opened the gates of retreat, “Your wish?’

in vocalization. There are few characters more diffi- 
cult to impersonate properly than that of Abigail; it is 
one in which most singers are too apt to overstep the 
bounds of good taste, by mistaking vulgarity for force. 
In no instance did Mlle. Cruvelli fall into this error. 
With Lind for the sweeter character, and Cruvelli for 
those of sterner mould, Mr. Lumley may deem him- 
self ‘‘safe.’’ Coletti as Nino was grand in the ex- 
treme, and as unapproachable by any other singer as 
is his Doge in the “‘ Due Foscari.” Belletti as the High 
Priest deserves much commendation; we have not yet 
heard him to greater advantage. 

We are sure our readers will be glad to hear that 
“Falstaff,” the work of our talented countryman 
Balfe, is in rehearsal.

DESCRIPTION OF THE ENGRAVINGS, 


Fig. 1. Ball Dress.—A white satin slip under a 
dress of white crape. The skirt of the dress is 
trimmed with three rows of flouncing, placed at 
some distance apart. Each row consists of a 
double flounce of crape, edged with pinked or cut- 
out scalloping, and headed by a rouleau of white 
satin. ‘These double rows of flouncing are set on 
in festoons, and at the upper point of each festoon 
is fixed a bow of white satin ribbon with flowing 
ends. The corsage of the dress is low, and sur- 
mounted by a double berthe, composed of crape 
cut the bias way, and edged with blonde lace, 
The short sleeves are entirely covered by two 
flounces, corresponding with those on the skirt, 
gathered up at the out- 
side of the arm, and 
fastened by a bow of 
white satin ribbon. 
The berthe is also 
gathered up at the 
shoulders, where it is 
fixed by white satin 
bows.

Tux Crops.—All accounts concur in de- 
scribing the appearance of the growing crops as highly 
satisfactory, opee opinions vary as to the probable 
extent of the yield, about which, in truth, it is almost 
too soon to form any decided conclusion. In many 
districts the straw is shorter than usual, yet a fuller 
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yield is expected, whilst in other places the ears of 
wheat appear both short and small. It seems to be 
generally agreed that the wheat harvest will be early. 


Tea,—It has been asserted, by writer after 
writer, that the black and green teas are the produce 
of distinct species of the tea-tree, and to this circum- 
stance their difference of quality has been attributed. 
Mr. Reeves, an Englishman, and tea-taster to the 
East India Company at Canton, gave his authority 
to the opinion; but it seems probable that his taste 
was a better assistant to commerce than his eye to 
science, for Dr. Siebold, with other botanists, has 
determined that in Japan the same plant produces 
both the black and green teas, and Fortune has corro- 
borated the fact in China. For green tea, the leaves 
are gathered, and immediately submitted to the drying 
peveees on large iron pans, and to rolling between the 

ands, to twist them as required. For black tea, the 
leaves, after gathering, are exposed in sieves over 
boiling water, and infused by the hot steam, by which 
they are deprived of 
some of their astringent 
principles, and then 
dried as for green tea. 
An error, connected as 
it is with an article so 
perpetually before us, it 
1s worth while to cor- 
rect.—Maund’s Botanic 
Garden and Fruitist. 

SportinG. — Li- 
VERPOOL, — Another 
Liverpool meeting has 
assed over without 
eaving behind it any 
favourable impressions. 
Its marked peculiarities, 
which have been 80 
frequently condemned, 
were as marked as ever; 
and until a new direc- 
tor is obtained, and the 
local authorities display 
a desire to render the 
meeting endurable by 
southern visitors, its re- 
trogression is inevitable. 
The report that Mr. 
Topham, of Chester, is 
likely to assume the 
reins of management, is 
perhaps too good to be 
true. 

Fatuer MATHEW. 
It might be supposed, 
from a recent announce- 
ment in the journals, 
that the great leader of 
the temperance move- 
ment was about to en- 
joy a quiet annuity of 
three hundred a year 
out of the civil list. It 
appears, however, that 
not one farthing of this 
money will be made 
available to his current 
exigences, In the excess 
of his zeal in the prose- 
cution of his peculiar 
mission, the reverend 
penenae has incurred 
debts to a considerable 
amount, and hence the 
necessity he has been 
under to insure his life.

SPECTION OF THE 2ND BATTALION OF 
BEN Guarps BY HIS Royau HIGuness 
rue DukE oF CAMBRIDGE.—The Duke of Cambridge, 
who is the Colonel of the Coldstream Regiment of 
Foot Guards, left town by an early train on Saturday 
morning last, for Windsor, where the 2nd battalion ig 
. garrison, under the command of the Hon. Colonel 
Riston for the purpose of inspecting the battalion at 
the Infantry Barracks in Sheet-street. His Royal 
Highness was accompanied by Colonel Chaplin, the 
lieutenant-colonel of the regiment. The Duke, upon 
his arrival, was received by the battalion, which was 
drawn up in the barrack-square, with the royal salute, 
‘At the termination of the inspection his Royal Highness 
yaid a high compliment to the officer in command for 
the efficient state of discipline in which the battalion 
was in, and also to the officers, non-commissioned 
officers, and the men. The Duke afterwards honoured 
the officers by partaking of an elegant breakfast with 
them in the mess-room at the barracks. His Royal 


Highness returned to town about twelve o’clock, 
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Franor.—The Paris papers of Monday are prin- 

cipally occupied with the financial statement and pro- 

osition to contract a loan of seven or eight millions 
sterling, laid before the National Assembly by the 
Minister of Finance. ‘The articles on this subject to 
be found in the journals add very little to the frank and 
candid statement made by the Minister. The Minister 
said that, in spite of his desire to relieve the country of 
part of the burdens of taxation, he could not promise 
any relaxation of the present imposts before 1850. The 
Paris papers of Wednesday announce the departure of 
General Oudinot to resume the command of the army 
of the Alps. 

Sprain. —Frontiens oF CaTanonia, July 19, — 
Cabrera, on the 17th, engaged a column of the Govern- 
ment troops near Puycerda, and after a severe action 
defeated them: Their killed amounted to one hun- 
dred men.—A telegraphic despatch arrived at Madrid 
from La Granja, dated the 20thinstant, which stated, 
with respect to her Majesty, that some slight im- 
prudence had resulted in a miscarriage. No details 
are given. Several physicians have Yeft Madrid to 
hold a consultation on the royal patient. 

Irany.—LomBarpy.—The Turin journals announce 
a victory obtained at Governolo by General Bava over 
2000 Austrians, from whom he had taken a standard, 
two pieces of cannon, and 500 prisoners. Among the 
prisoners taken by General Bava, and sent to Cremona, 
were nine officers, including one field-officer. 

Napies.—Immediately on the arrival at Naples of 
the intelligence of the election of the Duke of Genoa 
as King of Sicily, preparations on an extensive scale 
for the invasion of Sicily were made. Orders were 
issued to prepare all the steam-frigates and gun-boats 
in the bay and harbour, and all the commercial steamers 
were seized, as well as every description of boat capable 
of carrying arms. The British merchants resident in 
Naples were made to contribute to the forced loan. 

RANKFORT,—By an ordinance dated the 16th, the 
Minister of the empire for the department of War has 
notified to the Ministers of War of the different states 
of Germany that the Archduke, Regent of the empire, 
has assumed the supreme command of the entire 
armed force of Germany. 

Scuteswia Horsrein.—The armistice has again 
been prolonged for three days. 

Beriin.—The Parliamentary Commission is now 
engaged in defining the powers of the Crown. The 
following propositions are before it:—The throne is 
hereditary in the male line of the Royal Family, ac- 
cording to the law of primogeniture; the Sovereign 
is declared of age at 18, and on his accession is to take 
the following oath :—‘* I swear to maintain the con- 
stitution of the state unviolated, and to govern in 
accordance with it and with the laws.” The King 
cannot, without the consent of the Chambers, assume 
the crown of another state; the guardians of the 
King, or a regency during his minority, to be ap- 
pointed by the two Chambers, Should the King 
become incapable of reigning, the Ministry is imme- 
diately to all the Chambers together. The regency 
must be exercised by one person only, and the Regent 
is to take the same oath as the King. 

Swepen.—The cholera has broken out in the pro- 
vince of Finland, and necessary precautions have been 
used to prevent its introduction into Sweden. 

Russra.—At St. Petersburg, on the 12th inst., 
there had been 692 individuals taken ill of the cholera; 
219 had recovered, and 396 had died; the number of 
sick on the 12th was 4006. Altogether, from the com- 
mencement of the disease in St. Petersburg, there had 
been 13,802 cases of cholera; recovered, 2173; died 
7623 persons. At Riga the cholera had broken out. 
and, down to the 16th, 200 cases had been known to 
have occurred. 

Tur Danunr PRINCIPALITIES.—Tranquillity pre- 
vailed on the 10th, and the majority of the population 
like those of the country, had received the Russians 
with open arms. 

AvustriA.—The Wiener Zoe, publishes the list 
of the new Cabinet, which has at last been formed by 
Baron Doblhoff, at Vienna, and sanctioned by the 
‘Archduke John, The Russian Ambassador at Inn- 
spruck, in reply to the interrogation of the Austrian 
Minister respecting the object of the movements of 
the Russian troops on the Pruth, received the some- 
what menacing answer that the Russian Government 
will remain on terms of friendship with Hungary, but 
only so long as they perceive that the Hungarians 
adopt no hostile measure against the Russian positions 
(Danubian principalities). The Minister of the In- 
terior has received a despatch from Prague stating that 
Prince Charles Albert, son of her Imperial Highness 
the Archduchess Wildegarde, died on the night of the 
20th, at seven o’clock, of the smallpox. — ‘ 

Eayrt.—The Viceroy, Mehemet Ali, having for 
some mouths past been reduced to a state of mental 
imbecility, the Government, a short time back, was 
vested in Ibraham Pasha, nominally assisted by a 
Council of State. This temporary arrangement ap- 
pears likely to terminate immediately, in consequence 
of the arrival at Alexandria of a special envoy, from 
the Porte, Mozloom Bey, in a Turkish steam-frigate, 
who, it is said, is charged to inquire into the real state 
ofthe Viceroy’s health, and, in the event of his ascer-~ 
taining that there really is no prospect of permanent 
amendment, is at once to officially invest Ibrahim 
Pasha with the government of Egypt in the name of 
the Sultan. Ibrahim, however, is himself very unwell; 
and this may be stated positively, although inte- 
rested parties would conceal the fact. His restless 
disposition and irritable temper strengthen the sup- 
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ieeea of some inward complaint which defies medical 
skill. 

Huncary.—Prstu.—An estafette which arrived on 
the 15th brought the intelligence of a successful action 
fought between the troops and the insurgents near 
Werschetz. The colonel of the Uhlans, Blomberg, 
was the hero of the day. The insurgents had sixty 
killed and wounded, and twenty-one prisoners have 
been taken; among them was their chief, Stanimi- 
rovitz, two pieces of cannon, and two colours. The 
Hungarians have had only two killed and three 
wounded. 

Tue Unrtep STATES.—The royal mail steam-ship 
Cambria, Captain Harrison, arrived in the Mersey, 
from Boston vii Halifax, on Monday morning, 
about three o’clock. She had forty-eight passengers, 
and the usual mails from Canada and the United 
States. Mexican advices contained in the papers now 
come to hand inform us that President Herera issued 
his first proclamation from the National Palace on the 
14th of June, the day following its evacuation by the 
Americans, The revolutionary movement of Paredes 
is a failure. His forces have been defeated in every 
engagement with the Government troops. A large 
number of Americans are now among the latter. 
Appropriations have been made for the defence of 
Yucatan and other states menaced by the Indians. 

CANADA.—There are papers to July 14, Their con- 
tents indicate a considerable amount of anxiety as to 
the influx of emigrants during the present season. 

West Inpra Main.—The Forth, royal mail steam- 
ship, Captain May, arrived at Southampton on 
Sunday evening, at eleven o'clock, with the usual 
mails, in charge of Lieutenant John Hay, R.N., 
Admiralty agent ; 

INDIA AND Cu1Na.—There are, vil Marseilles, 
letters from India in anticipation of the montly mail 
from Calcutta and Madras. The dates are Calcutta the 
lst and Madras the 9th of June. The papers from 
Bombay are to the Ist of June. At Lahore, General 
Khan Singh, of the Sikh Artillery, had been disco- 
vered heading a plot to allure our Sepoys from their 
allegiance, and had been hanged by order of the Re- 
sident, along with a Moonshee of the Ranee, similarly 
implicated. It was expected that important informa- 
tion would be gleaned from a third cul rit, who had 
been reprieved at the gallows on that con ition. About 
twenty other persons were in custody on the same 
charge. The plot had been brought to light mainly 
by the instrumentality of several Sepoy officers. (Some 
further particulars will be found in another column.) 
Advices further allude in detail to the position of affairs 
with respect to Mooltan. It had been determined at 
Bombay not to undertake military operations from 
that presidency at the present season of the year. 
Similar results, under more urgent circumstances, oc- 
curred on the north-west frontier, where the Resident 
at Lahore, Sir Frederick Currie, entertaining grounds 
of distrust as to the state ot affairs at the capital, and 
the spirit of the Sikh troops, countermanded an order 
for the march upon Mooltan ofa brigade from Feroze- 
pore. Sir F. Currie, it appears, considered it neces- 
sary, on further reflection, better to secure the safety 
of the capital of the Punjab, and was unwilling to 
trust, in any degree, to the co-operation of the Sikh 
forces against the insurgents of Mooltan. But Major 
Jacob, at the head of the irregular Scinde horse—a 
body of at least 1200 cavalry, which that officer is un- 
derstood to have brought to a high state of efficiency 
—had moved upwards to the frontier near the enemy, 
Accounts had been received at Lahore, vid Bhawul- 
poor, of the proceedings of the insurgents in Mool- 
tan. The Dewan had offered large bounties to Sikh 
Sepoys, and especially to horsemen, to induce them 
to join his standard, and there appears no doubt that 
considerable masses had already collected around him, 
He is said to be strengthening and garrisoning the fort 
of Mooltan, and also that of Mittenkote, on the Indus 
atthe confines of our territory. He attempted to in 
tercept an officer and his family who were descending 
the Ravec, but they received timely noticé and eg.

think they have got it, but find after all that it is 
worse than nothing, the mere foolery of fabrication, 
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Yet it is a glorious 
thing to be so bewitched, 
there are so many odes, 
episodes, tragedies, co- 
medies, so many intri- 
guing adventures, that 
the youths of the Po- 
lytechnique will have 
enough to talk of and 
to imitate for genera- 
* tions. Happy England ! 
to have something better 
to talk about in the midst 
of all her national trials. 
This narrative records a 
feature of the French 
revolution, the truth of 
which living parties can 
attest. 

Rollin Rembrant had 
his designs of a private 
nature in the midst of 
his rebellious prompt- 
ings for the good of 
France, and was no more 
an intriguing rebel than 
some of the greatest 
leaders and movers of 
the destinies of an unset- 
tled nation, as fond of 
witchcraft, at least this 
species of it, as ever was 
known in the darkest 
ages of the world. Rol- 
lin had his socialism, 
and Lamartine and Le- 


dru Rollin have theirs ; 
and, if it be at all neces- 
Sry to expose the latter, 
it will be when their 
time shall be ripe for 
the exposure, Rollin 
sought in the clubs of 
Paris to hide certain 
convictions, dreamings, 
schemes, plans, and 
pleasures of his own, 
which he intended, as 
many a rebellious So- 
cialist did and does, se- 
cretly to enjoy. 

Rebellion was getting ripe, and the fruits thereof 
were about to be gathered for the feast of discord, to 
be held in the Place de la Concorde in Paris. Rollin 
sought out his companions. He found plenty to 
herd with, plenty to talk about, to congratulate him 
upon his recovery, to talk of vengeance upon the police, 
and to overturn the Government. But Jabez! he 
must seek Jabez. He was most likely to be found in 
the Rue Rambuteau. But Jabez was not there. He 
had parted with his Annette, provoked to madness by 
her pertinacious nates concerning young Harcourt, 
of whom he pretended to know nothing. Annette was 
gone to seek the young Englishman, for she would 
not trust the speech nor passion of her admirer, for she 
saw (as the worthless of her sex delight to see) the 
mad jealousy ofthe man with whose affections she was 
coquetting, 

tollin saw his mother. She was a woman who had 
Seen better days, whose husband was shot in the 
émeute of the glorious days of July, 1830. She was 
a Royalist of a Royalist family in Tours, and the 
daughter of a Protestant, who suffered bitter persecu- 
tion in the year 1798. She had once enjoyed a degree 
of prosperity, equalled only by some of the great silk- 
merchants of our own land. Her father lived in the 
best house in the Rue Royale, which was built after 
the great fire in the reign of Louis XVI. She was 
an only child, and somewhat spoiled by the too fond 
and injudicious treatment of a parent, who idolized 
her, and aimed at her being the beauty, the admired 
beauty, of Tours. Taught to consider herself alone 
worthy of admiration, she was deceived by the hand- 
some, worthless swindler Rollin Rembrant, who, pre- 
tending to be what he was not, a man of fortune, 
feeling, and a gentleman, succeeded better than the 
Fortunate Youth of Newmarket in victimizing the old 
gentleman and young lady of Tours, ; 

As is generally the case with deceptions of this 
kind, they last not long; the villain is unmasked; he 
cannot support the character of a gentleman; he is 
degraded, avoided, detested, and betakes himself to 
gambling, debauchery, and ruin, The father of Rollin 
Rembrant returned the amiable but weak woman 
upon the hands of her father, with one gon, afterwards 
the wretched demagogue of Paris. He returned her 
at a time when the silk trade failed in Tours, and the 
old man’s wealth was gone, He returned her to 
break her father’s heart, whilst he himself revelled in 
the revolutions of Paris, and was shot at the Barriére 
St. Denis, July 29, 1830. Fit exit for a faithless man; 
a fit sire of that son who now held an interview with 
his unha arent, 

Holin. had. been sent to school, but sent home a 
worthless, incorrigible lad, ever rebellious, fiery, 
proud, and mischievous. There was no generous self- 
immolation, as we sometimes see in warm-spirited mis- 
taken boys, who afterwards turn out stable and enter- 
prising men; but a cunning, selfish, lying, and deceit- 
ful character; promoting plots, pushing others on, 
taking care not to be seen himself, unless betrayed by

less son. She had early adopted a child which Rollin 
had pretended to have found under a tree in the great 
avenue at the entrance of Tours, but which was the 


fruit of his own early crime ; and report said he was the 
cause of its mother’s death. Annette, so many years 
his junior, repaired with her supposed parent to Paris, 
where they lived upon a small pittance saved from the 
wreck of the property at Tours. They lived, indeed, 
as thousands do, to flit and flutter in Parisian society, 
to become, if they live long enough, careless, and to 
be cared nothing for when that whereby they live, 
their money, is all gone. Yet that mother assisted 
her foolish son, frequently to the last sous of her quar- 
terly receipts. She had, with Rollin’s sanction, settled 
asmallsum upon Annette, which had been accumu- 
lating from her infancy, until it produced that which 
might have been a comfortable assistance to an indus- 
trious person, but which the foolish child too frequently 
imagined was inexhaustible. 

Woiek respectable in themselves are often rich 
upon a little; but vain women, discontented, un- 
dutiful, fanciful, and foolish, run into debt, and bring 
disgrace upon themselves and their kin, 
Annette’s independence was fast giving way to the 
fooleries of dress, and, consequently, to the con- 
traction of debts, which her brother told her he would 
pay. Rollin, as we have seen, became a compositor ;
